their mistake. 
The people in the election 


of 19^o had been worked up to a frenzy 
of prejudice and hostility toward the Wil- 
son administration. Their judgment was 
warped and did not pro\ e to be a safe na- 
tional guide. 
The people do rule iu 


America, hjjj they do not always rule sa- 
gaciously. 
In the long run they do. but 


frequently ihey go off on a tangent and 
commit substantial errors before they get 
back to solid ground.

count and it flocked to the polls ajid voted 
the ticket .straight regardless of who was 
on the ticket or what the candidates rep- 
resented. 
Their fitness or qualifications 


had nothing whatever to do with the vote. 
The blindness of this following is im- 
pressively demonstrated by the astonish- 
ing fact that a man in the jail of Brown 
county, charged with 
embezzlement of 


public funds received more than .'J.uriil 
votes. 
The straight vote was of course 


what beat Judge (iraa&s. but if this i< 
the standard of straight voting, if this 
is the length to which straight voting is 
•willing to go in submission to unscrupu- 
lous leadership, it can hardly be argued 
that it was an election in which either 
high eivie standards or intelligent dis- 
crimination prevailed. 


The loss of this election does not fail 


primarily upon Judge (iraass. 
It falls

and political upheaval. 
His campaign 


was an educational baptism in American- 
ism that this district sorely needed. It 
may seem that he sowed on barren 
ground, but we do not think he did. The 
effects of his campaign will be felt for 
many years to come. 
From his personal 


standpoint it was perhaps a mistake for 
him to enter the race, but his willingness 
to make the sacrifice, and few people re- 
alize the extent of that sacrifice, was pub- 
lic service of the highest order.

state elections fully materialized.

16.fiflO.000. or a popular plurality of 
over 7.000.000. by far the greatest ever 
given a candidate, for president. 
An 


overwhelmingly Republican congress was 
elected, the house m the December ses- 
sion of i n ^ l standing oOl Republicans 
to 1 ••! L Democrats. 
The senate was also 


substantially Republican. 


While the results of Tuesday's election 


are still incomplete, they show that, the 
house will be relatively close. 
For a 


time the Democrats were in the lead In 
a number of the states the administra- 
tion's candidates for senator were de- 
cisively beaten. 
Probably the most no- 


table results were those in Massachusetts. 
Michigan and Indiana. 
Out of approx- 


imately 1.000.000 votes cast in Massa- 
chusetts. Mr. Lodge squeezed through 
with a plurality of 1051-. 
Mr. Lodge in 


the administration's spokesman in con- 
gress and represents a rock-ribbed Re- 
publican state, yet he came within a hand- 
ful of votes of being repudiated. 
While 


his defeat was greatly to be hoped for. 
as one, of the most unscrupulous politi- 
cians that ever compromised this nation, 
the result nevertheless is a crushing blow 
to the administration's foreign policy 
and a high personal tribute to former 
President "Wilson. 


In Michigan the good judgment of the 


electors was reflected in the choice of 
Woodbridge X. Ferris as senator, a man 
of much larger ability and truer represen- 
tative of the people, than Senator Town- 
send, whom he defeated for reelection. 
This is the first time Michigan has elected 
a Democratic senator in half a century, 
and there can be little doubt that Mr. 
Ttfwnsend's vote to seat Senator Newber- 
ry had much to do with the outcome. Mr. 
Ferris as governor gave Michigan one of 
the best, administrations in its history and 
that state Js to he congratulated on his 
election to the senate. 


A genuine surprise is the defeat of for- 


mer Senator Beveridge by Governor Rals- 
ton. Democrat,, in Indiana. Indiana like 
New York has for generations bcrn re- 
garded as one of the pivotal states in the 
Union and it is significant that the Dem- 
ocrats carried both these states, electing 
their candidates for governor and senator 
in the latter. 
The administration'« loss 


of .Senator Kellogg in Minnesota is offset 


by the defeat of Mr. Hitchcock in Ne- 
braska, and there are other 
changes 


which neutralize each other, but taking 
the election as a whole it reflects pro- 
nounced dissatisfaction with the Harding 
administration. 


We do not believe the country will suf- 


fer 
from 
this reaction. On the con- 


trary, we think it will benefit from it. 
The Republicans iu 19i?0 selected a weak 
though well-meaning candidate for presi- 
dent. 
Faced as the country was by the 


heavy and complicated problems left by 
the war. it was no time for such a selec- 


, tiou. 
The Republican party imagined 


that it could thrive politically on a so- 
called 
"business" administration. 
Its 


conception of this kind of an administra- 
tion was to go back to the period of twen- 
ty years ago. 
It enacted a tariff worse 


than the Payne-Aldrich tariff and it made 
a frank alliance with speeial-favor-seek- 
ing 
interests. 
Reactionary 
politicians 


were completely in control and 
they 


played the only kind of game they knew 
how to play to bring back artificial pros- 
perity. 
There has been an almost total 


absence of aggressive and constructive 
leadership in the White house. 
An in- 


competent congress blundered from be- 
ginning to end. 
A foreign policy of iso- 


lation has brought wide condemnation. 
The results in Tuesday's election are the 
natural sequence. It is a long ways from 
a jump from 7.000.000 majority back to 
normalcy, but it is being rapidly accom- 
plished.

THK SECOND GRAND BOIL 


In offering a few hints the other day on "How 


Not to Handle Boils" T formulated two important 
rules for those who do not yearn to handle a line 
of boils. The first rule was: Never touch a. boil. 
The second rule was: Never touch anything that 
has touched a boil. 
These arc very simple rules 


for cleanly, intelligent persons who can and do 
discipline themselves and control their inquisitive 
fingers. 


To the two rules of management of boils already 


laid down, I would add another: Never poultice a 
boil or any lesion that resembles a boil. 


This third rule will seem delihTatrlv aimed at 


grandma. Be it so. My reputation for disrespect- 
ing ago is already made and I have nothing; more 
to lose. He who poultices a boil nurses and nour- 
ishes trouble. There could he nothing more agree- 
able to the ordinary pusprodueing germs (Staphyloc- 


us pyogenes aureus et alii) than a. nice moist 


warm flaxseed meal poultice. The doctors of the 
era before the discovery of the cause of blood poi- 
soning favored poulticing because poultices produced 
"laudable pu.s"—they imagined then, as unenlight- 
onod folk do now. that it was good for such things 
to foster copiously and run, to carry corruption and 
humor out of the system, you know. 


Now children, this corruption and humor business 


is a sad mistake. 
No more corruption or humor 


oomts out of the most prodigious boil than comes' 
out of your finger when you cut it. Pus examined 
' homioally and microscopically proves to be nothing 
but the dead and dying phagocytes or soldier ce.lls 
of the blood, together with countless hordes of living 
and dead pus germs. So, you see, if you are not a 
suporstitious and totally amblyopic person, that 
there is nothing to be "drawn" out of a boil by 
a poultice, even if a poultice would draw anything 
out-. 


Use the poultice as Charlie Chaplin would use 


custard picE, but be caj-eful and don't get one on 
ytfur boil.
